HOPING FOR SUBSTANTIAL RESULTS. 


The Brltith Delegates, With One Ex- 


ception, Known to Approve Alfred 


di Rothschild't Proposed Plan 


—A Special Committee. 


Mr. Alfred d* Rothschild's Proposition. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 29.—In the interna- 


tional monetary conference Mr. Alfred 
de Eothschild, of the English delega- 
tion, proposed that the powers engaged 
in the conference should form an as- 
sociation having for itsobject the collec- 
tive purchase annually of £5,000,000, 
equal to 125,000,000 francs of silver, this 
to continue for a maximum period of five 
years under the express condition that 
the government of the United States 
should continue its monthly purchase 
of silver similar to tho purchases here- 
tofore made by said government, equal 
to about 54,000,000 ounces of silver 
Also that the collective- purchasosof the 
powers should "be susp* ndcd if in the 
course of the said live- years silver 
should reach the price of -13 pence an 
ounce, the result desired being to con- 
sider how to obtain that rate. The sub- 
mission of Mr. Rothschild's plan was 
preceded by an explanatory memoran- 
dum quoting his correspondence with 
the g-ovormnent of the Bank of En- 
gland. In this 
correspondence, the 


governor says that he is always op- 
posed, ton principle, to bimetallism, and 
that Mr. Rothschild's plan is merely a 
monetary palliative of the crisis which 
the fall in silver has provoked. The 
governor adds that this expression of 
opinion is purely personal. 


All other British delegates except 


Bertram Carrie are known to approve 
the plan proposed by Mr. Rothschild, 
and it is now confirmed that Mr. Roths- 
child and the American delegates are 
working together.

That the supply is making gi 
guntiu stndes to overtake tho demand i 
evident to any one who has latol; 
watched the building operations in on 
streets, and the gradual rise of grea 
blocks of red brick bearing the prema 
tore inscription, "Residential flats to b 
let." On the whole, we do not think i 
would be an exaggeration to say that 
whatever may have been tho increase ii 
the number of houses in the metropoli 
during tho last twenty-five years, th 
number of flats must have increasei 
more than a hundredfold. — Londoi 
Spectator.

Rev. Ctmrles A. Briggs on a charge ot 
heresy began at 11 o'clock yesterday 
morning before the presbytery of New 
York, 
in the Scotch 
Presbyterian 


church on West Fourteenth street 
John C. Bliss, pastor of the Washing- 
ton Heights church, has been selected 
as moderator 'and only those members 
who attended the ecclesiastical court 
two weeks ago were permitted to serve 
as judges or jurors.'

the church was set aside Jor outside 
ministers and other interested church- 
men who secured admission tickets in 
advance. 
Prof. Briggs conducted his own de- 


fense, aided by Prof. Brown, of the 
Union theological seminary, and Eev. 
H. M. Field. 
The memorable sermon which the 


presbytery objects to was delivered by 
Dr Briggs, and was the inaugural ad- 
dress at the Union theological semi- 
nary. The trouble resulted in the 
withdrawal of the seminary from the 
general assembly. 


After roll call at 3 o'clock Dr. Briggs 


began to read his answer. Dr. Biiggs 
began by stating that he appeared 
bofore the presbytery of New Yorlon 
compliance with a citation dated No- 
vember (I, last. He quoted the Book of 
Discipline to the effect that dcfendrnt 
had a right to make such objections to 
the form of the 9harges or to any ques- 
tion affecting their regularity as he 
thought fit. After stating that he 
had no personal desire to delay tha 
actual trial of the charge against him 
on its strict merits, Dr. Briggs showed 
that it was necessary to .act as his own 
counsel and in this capacity he had no 
right to pass over technicalities or to 
allow the presbytery to establish dan- 
gerous or illegal precedents. 


"I cannot yield to the impatience of 


friends on one side or the crowding of 
enemies on the other side." 


Dr. Briggs then made his first de- 


murrer to the trial of the present 
charges, because the charges put into 
his hands on November 0, 1892, were 
finally disposed of by the dismissal of 
the case against him on November 4, 
1SU1, and that the presbytery could not 
legally cite him a second time to an- 
swer charges which they had dis- 
missed. 
The 
second objection which Dr. 


Briggs raised was to the order and 
regularity of every proceeding in the 
prcsbytciy in any action taken against 
him since the dismissal of the original 
charges in 1S91. 


Dr. Briggs then said: "It is not for 


me to advise the presbytery what 
course they should pursue. I have 
done my duty in filing these objections.

sired Epeed up any grade; can stop ant 
start a oar as readily and satisfactory 
as though operated by any other process 
can keep them under perfect control 
and can run them as cheaply as they can 
be operated by horse power 
He also 


claims that the ptwer can be reversed 
without danger to the machinery, which 
jg not true, lie scye, of the other systems 


He says: "The great difficulty with 


which we hod to contend was the discov 
ery of a storage battery which would be 
durable, not ton heavy, compact aoc 
easily transferred to ard from the care 
BO that it could ba cl arged and placed 
in a oar easily and promptly. We are 
now getting io thousands of these but- 
teries. Our electricity is generated by 
the use of the dynamo just the same BB 
that used for the trolley sj stem or for 
electric light and power. This is forced 
into the storage batteries, and they are 
arranged in groups of forty or fifty in 
lacks to be slipped under the seats of the 
oare. In this way we put from eighty to 
ninety, according to the amount of power 
we want to get, in a oar, one raokful on 
each side. Machinery is provided at the 
power house by which the exhausted 
batteries oaii be taken out of the cars 
and the new ones put in in three-quarters 
of a minute, while the passengers ore 
Bitting in the car."

Never did they take hold of 
work more readily or more extensively, 
and never did they tako more interest in 
tho caro of their stock than tho past 
winter, as can plainly bo seen by tho 
condition of horses and cattle this spring 
So far as dissatisfaction with rations is 
concerned, if theio i.i any such, tho wliito 
employees hear nothing of it.— Cor. Min- 
neapolis Journal.
